Gen. Booth’s Army Gives Him a Royal 
Welcome Home. 


LONDON’S STREETS SWARMING WITH 
THE CHRISTIAN WARRIORS. 


Every Arm of the Service Represented— 
Canadian Cattle Not Infected by Dis- 
ease-Sharp Passeze Between German 
Legislatore—The Pope’s Health—Rus- 
sian Relief—General Foreign. 


Loro, Feb. 18.—The monster procession 
of the Salvation Army to-day upon the occa- 
gion of the ‘‘triumphal entry’’ into London 
of Gen. Booth, was by far the greatest 
effort ever made by the Salvationists to at- 
tract attention to their work. Gen. Booth, 
who, after his exciting day at Southampton 
yesterday, spent the night at Portsmouth, 
traveled to London this morning, where 
there was a great demonstration at Victoria 


street Station. 
The General made a short stay at the 
Grosvenor Hotel, adjoining the depot, and 
from thence a procession was formed, 


marching by way of Grosvenor place to Hyde 
park corner, thence into the park itself. In 
this parade there were fully 6,000 Salvation 
ads and lasses in line, the number being 
Uumtted to 5, % in order that the procession 
should not encumber the streets for too long 
atime; but there were fully 20,000 other Sal- 
vattonlsts in the throng which witnessed the 
Show. 
A STRIKING PICTURE. 

The falling-in of the forces in Hyde Park 
presented a really striking picture. There 
were fourteen batallions of male and female 
falvationists dressed in their winter regalia 
(plain clothes _relleved by their red-encir- 
eled caps and red-adorned bonnets. Then 
tat Captain Cox and a troop of men froma 
number of heavily laden vans distributed 
heavy poles and banners, which were raised 
amid cheers and formed one of the great 
features of the procession and, to express the 
motto of the Salvationists, they converted 
the huge cavalcade into a living epistie to be 
read and known to all men. 

Twenty-one of the banners were displayed, 
each between two high poles and represented 
various interesting incidents in the General’s 
travels Ine battalion was set apart for the 
mustering of the Maidstone, Canterbury, 
Hertz and Beds, Ipswich, Cambridge and 
Norwich divisions.

“De Ole Man” Makes s Clean Sweep at 
Sedalia. 


STORMY MEETING OF THE STATE RE- 
PUBLICAN LEAGUE CLUBS. 


Every Trick Enown to Ward Politics Em- 
ployed—James H. Harkless of Kansas 
City Elected President—Isaac Isaacs 
Chosen Secretary—It Was a Regular 
Circus—Details. 2 


SEDALIA, Mo., Feb. 18.—The State Republi- 
can League Convention adjourned ats o'clock 
this morning, after the stormiest session in 
the history of the organization. As the tired 
and sleepy delegates left the hall to seek 
much-needed rest, not a few of them ex- 
pressed their intense disgust at the manner 
in which the convention was conducted, 
Many expressed the opinion that the 1ll-feel- 
ing engendered by the factional fight would 
do the league irreparable injury. There is 
no attempt on the part of the defeated Silk 
Stockings to disguise the fact that Filley is 
now bossof the league as well as the whole 
Repuodlican Committee. He got everything 


ne asked, mainly through the fighting quali- 


ties of his city and county supporters. They 
were a determined crowd, ready to resort 
even to violence to carry out Old Regular- 
ity’s’’ programme. Every trick known to 
the workers was employed to win the day 
and suppress the administration supporters. 
They employed their finest work in getting a 
Credential Committee willing to admit any 
person claiming to bea delegate, providing 
he was of the Filley stripe. 

It was the row over the reports of this com- 
mittee that kept the convention in session all 
night. It was on the majority and minority 
reports that the factions fought it out, and 
the Filley outfit won. It was after 1 o'clock 
this morning when the majority report was 
adopted, and Old Regularity’s’’ workers 
then started in to grab everything else in 
sight. They wanted James H. Harkless of 
Kansas City for president, and they got him 
elected. They also wanted Isaac Isaacs, who 
has been the secretary ot the Knights of Rec- 
iprocity of Kansas City since its organization, 
to succeed Secretary L. M. Hall, and they 
elected him. 

A MAD MOB. 

The election for President was an exciting 
struggle, and fora time it looked as though 
enough of Filley’s supporters would vote for 
Bothwell of Sedalia to elect him. This rattled 
Filley, and when the Ninth District was 
called he jumped to his feet, stalked back 
and forth on the platform advocating Hark- 
less. The vote was Harkless 3, Bothwell 
457. The Ninth District of St. Louis alone cast 
152 votes, of which Harkless recetved 03. 

Itwas 8 o’clock when the result was an- 
nounced, and President Reynolds, who had 
yelled himself hoarse trying to hold down

DROWNED IN A MINE 


Six Men Cut Off From Escape by a Monster 
Sen Wave. 

BERLIN, Feb. 12.4A dispatch received from 
Konigsberg, East Prussia, reports a peculiar 
and fatal accident that has occurred near 
that place. The Government of Konigsberg 
is bounded on the sorth by the Baltic, and 
along the shores of this sea is obtained a 
large proportion of the world’s supply of 
amber. This substance is there partly cast 
up by the sea, partiy obtained by means of 
nets and partly out ot a bed of bitumisous 
wood. Last nightan exteedingly heavy sea 
was running in the Baltic, and the high waves 
shot far iniand, past their usual bounds. 
Close to the shore, near Palmnicken, a smal! 
fishing town, isan amber mine, in which a 
number of men were working. They, of 
course, had no knowledge of the fact that the 
rising tide was tringing the heavy seas in 
dangerous proximity tothe entrance to the 
mine—in fact, sach a condition of affairs was 
never dreamed or. Suddenly the water began 
to pour into the mine in a perfect torrent and 
began to ali the small workings. The men 
made a wild rush toescape, but six of them 
found tt impossible fo breast the torrent in 
which they were @pgulfed and they were 
Growpned.

PROGRAMME MARKED OUT BY THE N. 
BRASKA ALLIANCE. 


Flank Movement by the New York Demo- 
crates tu Offset Hill's Snap Convention— 
Secretary Blaine Remembers His 
Friends— Almost a Bolt—A Minor Elec 
tion Shows Republican Gains. 


NEBRASKA CITY, Neb., Feb. 13.—The 
Farmers’ Alliance, which, notwithstanding 
its crushing defeatin this State atthe last 
general election, is still alive in Nebraska 
and the leaders have in view a most original 
scheme. The general plans of the party, 
while not generally known, were made 
known to a Post- DISPATCH correspondent to- 
day. Facts and figures to an almost bewil- 
dering extent were given. It is well known 
that the recent supreme Court decision 
which gave to Gov. Boyd the rights from 
which he had been defrauded for neariy a 
year, have given almost universal satisfac- 
tion. The only kickers have been those hold- 
ing office under usurper Thayer. This mud- 
dled up state of affairs having been settled 
things are now assuming shape for the next 
contest. , 

Right here is where the Alliance party pro- 
poses to get in its work. Their scheme, as 
told a Post-DIsPaATCH correspondent, sounds 
visionary, yet is not beyond the range of 
human possibility. It is this: Ex-SenatorC. 
H. Van Wyck will be their nominee for Gov- 
ernor. They depend greatly upon the record 
he has already made as an anti-monopolist 
to insure his election, together with the bal- 
ance of the State ticket. Powers is to be the 
nominee for Lieutenant-Governor. 

The claim is made that if this ticket can be 
nominated without contest at the conven- 
tion it will sweep the State.

Alger of the fifth Michigan Cavalry, commanding 
his own and Sixth Michigan Cavalry, was detailed to 
protec: the crossing of the balance of the command 
with the artillery and train, which he accomplished. 

During this campaign Gen. Alger’s health was 
very much impaired, and the night after our cross- 
ing into Maryland from Shepherdstown he was very 
ill. On the following morning, as we were her- 
ing the sick and wounded together to s to the 
hospital, I informed Col. Alger that he was not able 
to march, and must go to the hospital. This was 
customary for surgeonsin the field to do when the 
command was on the move, and I accordingly di- 
rected Col. Alger sent to Annapolis with others, and 
I distinctly remember that I told him 1 would for- 
ward the proper papers to him there, as we wished 
to get the sick and wounded away at once. 

I made application for his leave to Gen. Custer 
reporting the facts, and supposcd it was granted and 
never beard to the contrary until yesterday. In my 
opinion there never was amore unjust act committed 
against a soldier than that which is reported te have 
been committed by Gen. Custerin his reporting him 
—— without leave and recommending his dis- 

seal. 

All who know Gen. Algerinthe war know he was 
very prompt and punctual in die duties, and he 
would have been one of the last men in the world to 
disobey an order or fail to perform his duty.

Mystery Surrounding the Death of Chas. 
Krouse. 

ASHLAND, Wis., Feb. 8. — Charles Krouse 
of Butternut, a small town near Ashland, 
was found dead in bed at 10 o’clock last 
night. Considerable excitement exists over 
the matter. It was about 10 o’clock last 
night, according to the story of Mrs. Krouse, 
that her husband went into the bedroom and 
laid down onthe bed. Mrs. Krouse was get- 
ting supper, and hearing an unusual noise, 
she wentinto the bedroom and found her 
husband in his death agony. Krouse is the 
man who complained about a week ago that 
Julius Lipka, a hunchback, had tried to 
olson him. A warrant was sworn out, and 
Apka was arrested and brought before the 
Ashiand Municipal Court. On the day set 
for trial Krouse falled to appear and the case 
was dismissed. Krouse complained that 
Lipka had furnished his wife strychnine to 
give him in order to get him out of the way, 
and that his wife afterwards confessed the 
whole thing. Since the sult was dropped he 
has expressed a desire to die, and public 
opinion differs as to whether he committed 
suicide or not.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 13.—Lawyers here 
say that it will probably not be dificult to 
necessary power to investi- 
gate the Reading deal, but there 
is no ground for the belief that 
the Interstate Commissfon will interfere. 


Commissioner Morrison said this morning: 
There is not the slightest probability that

There might be motives in such a 
consolidation as the Reading which 
would contemplate violations of the law but 
they would be mereiy an incident to the | 
proposition of consolidation. We know of no 
such motives on the rtof the men who 
have made this particular combination.’’ 

A number of members of Congress are in 
favor of an investigation, and Representattve 
Sout of Michigan has already introduced a 
resolution providing for such an inquiry.

A Pocket Fire Escape That May Suit 
People With Bots of Nerve.

A fire escape, whichis sald to justify the 
faith of those who have had the courage to 
test it, consists of a metallic tape a quarter 
ofan inch wide, and a thirty-second of an 
inch thick, running on a steel reel which is 
fastened to a web belt that passes around the 
waist.

„Auts is one ot the most dangerous cross- 
ings in the city,’’ said a teamster at the 
corner of Main and Biddle streets yesterday 
afternoon. It is being used constantly By 
transfer teams and everybody bas to keep a 
sharp lookout for trains as he goes Gown hill 
nere, for there is no watchman and never 
das been. 

Ihe two tracks crossing Biddle street at 
Main form the main line ot the Merchants’ 
nridge & Terminal Rallway Co., and, as the 
stated, the crossing is not 
The grade of Biddle street 
toward the river is considerable all 
the way from Broadway and the 
crossing should have not onlya watchman 
ailthe time, but also a gate or bars. There 
watchman at the Wabash crossing at 
Lewis street at the foot of the hill, but no 
bars, although the hill here is very steep. 
The tracks of the Wabash road are guarded 
by watchmen night and day at nearly 
every crossing between Biddle street and 
mremen avenue, but not a gate is to be seen 
anywhere.

DANGEROUS CROSSINGS. 

The crossing at the foot of Mullanphy street 
isa very dangerous one on account of the 
public dump at the foot of the street. Teams 
are passing there constantly, and the grade 
from Matin street is a very steep one. Another 
dangerous crossing of the Wabash road is 
worth Market street. The main line of the 
Merchants’ Bridge & Terminal Co., crosses 
the street at the same point, and the trains 
are running back and forth all the time. 
The travel along North Market streetis very 
heavy, as there area great many manufac- 
tories in this part or the city and the Venice 
Ferry boats land at the foot of the street. 
There are several other Wabash freight 
crossings in North st. Louis that should be 
protected with gates as well as by watch- 
men, but the ones already named are the 
most dangerous. 

ON COLLINS STREET. 

The Ferguson accommodation trains, which 
formerly started from the foot of Vine street, 
now use Collins street and start from Frank- 
linavenue., Twelve trains a day are run in 
this suburban service, crossing all the east 
and west streets from Franklin avenue north, 
and yet the only crossing guarded the entire 


distance is Carr street, where a watchman Is 
stationed during the day time. At night, 
when the theater trains are run, there is no 
protection at all here. The trains go very 


clowly for two or three blocks after leaving 
Franklin avenue, but further north ran at a 


pretty good speed, and it is only a question of 
time when some frightful disaster will occtr 
at one of the Collins street crossings. 
ALONG MAIN STREET. 
The greatest need, however, of gates and 
watehmen in Nortn St. Louls is along the 


tracks of the Merchants’ Bridge & Termi- 
na Co,, on Main street. The first surface 
crossing ofthis une after leaving the ele- 
vated road is at Biddle street and Main, 
where there is great need of a watchman as 
before stated. An immense freight depot is 
being erected and ts about completed just 
south ofhere and when that is opened for 
business, the tracks on Main street will be 
used much more than they are at present.

either gate or watchman. six or seven of 
the east and west streets between Biddle and 
North Market streets have been closed be- 
tween Main and Collins streets, or First and 
Second streets,as they are also called, for 
the benefit of the freight depots of the Van- 
Galan, C., B. & Q., Jacksonville and other 
roads now being erected there, but there are 
several cross streets stil! open, and they 
should be guarded at the Merchants’ Bridge 
& Terminal Co.’s crossings. Florida, Mullan- 


phy, Tyler, Chambers, Madison, Clinton and 
Vionroe streets all run from Broadway to the 
river and the crossings are all unprotected, 
except those in the Wabash freight yards 
along the river front.
